Wrangles Mark the West Baden 


Convention and Gov. Parker 


of Louisiana Bolts. 


VOTE IS CALLED UNANIMOUS 


But Several Executive* Objected—811- 


zer Declares Federal Enforcement 


pans—Predict President Will 


Avoid General Declaration. 


West Baden, Ind.—Discarding a con- 


ference tradition of fifteen Tearr* 
standing, a majority of the fifty-two 
state and territorial governors, in con- 
tention here, toolc their first record 
vote in passing a resolution endors- 
ing national prohibition and pledging 
to President Coolidge "our fullest co- 
operation" in the enforcement of the 
Volstead act. 


The action came as the climax of * 


three-hour session ot fiery debate, Par- 
liamentary tangles and perplexing 
manoeuvres, in which several gover- 
nors fought throughout to block' the 
vote. 


After the session the Executives l«ft 


tor Washington to lay their statement 
before President 
Ooolidge at the 


lancheon conference. 


"Today America paired over the hlH 


on the prohibition questlonj^ Governor 


S^eet of Colorado, who introduced the 
resolution, said. 


On a vive voce vote in which no 


opposing voice was heard by the chair- 
man or the oScial reporters, the reso- 
lution was formally reported as "unan- 
imously adopted." This ruling was 
made by Governor Bavter of Maine, 


presided. 


The adopuon of the resolution was 


followed by the resignation of Gov- 
ernor Parker of Louisiana from the 
conference. He had declared at the 
opening of the debate that a vote on 
the resolution would call for his imme- 
diate resignation, and as the din of 
"Yeas" greeted the putting of the 
question he walked from the room. He 
was a member o? the Washington 
party, however, when the train began 
its journey, and said that he would 
attend the President's conference. 


Text of the Resolution 


The resolution reads: 


To the President. 


White House, 


Washington. D. C. 


Mr. President: 


Observance of law is the fundamen- 


tal basis of American citizenship and 
enforcement of law is the primary 
duty of every official. 


National prohibition is now. by con- 


stitutional amendment, the law of our 
land. An overwhelming majority of 
the citizens of the United States are 
law-abiding and desirous of the en- 
forcement of law. 


The national Government alone has 


control of the manufacture of intoxi- 
cants and has a very special obliga- 
tion to perform in prohibiting the 
importation into this country of wines 
and spiritous liquors contrary to the 
laws of the United States. The In- 
dividual States are powerless to act in 
these respects; therefore, the national 
Government should exercise its fall 


power and authority in dealing 
these questions. 
] 


We believe that the Chief Executive 


of every State should be zealous in 
the enforcement of the prohibition 
law and should urge upon every State 
official a strict observance and en- 
forcement of the same. 


We believe that the State and Fed- 


eral officers should co-operate fully 
in preventing the violation of our 
prohibition law and in making effec- 
tive the will of our people in regard 
to its enforcement- 
Xew conditions 


impose new responsibilities. People 
who violate one law will the more 
readily be guilty of violating other 
laws. 
Therefore, the individual States 


should share with the Federal Govern- 
ment the duty and responsibility of 
enforcing tae Eighteenth Amendment.

When the conference assembled, 


Governor Baxter called for unfinished 
business and Governor Sweet an- 
nounced that the redraft of a memo- 
rial on prohibition, was ready for the 
signatures of the governors. 


I Hard Spring Wheat 


Resistant to Stem Rust 


1 Variety Known as Kota Has 


Been Developed. 


'(Prsparsd br ths United Ststus D«p<irt»s*t 
ot Arrlculturs.) 


( A hard red spring wheat that Is re- 
jristant to the principal forms of black 
'stem rust has been developed in North 
'Dakota, by the United States Depert- 
Iment of Agriculture and the North 
[Dakota agricultural experiment sta- 


tion. This wheat was first intrdouced 
from Russia in 1903 by Prof. H. I* 
Bolley, and is now known as Kota. 
About 6.000 acres of Kota wheat were 
grown in 1922. and much more this 
y«ar. 
i 


The particular virtue of Kota wheat ' 


Is Its resistance to the black stem rust • 
which is general throughout the hard - 
red spring wheat region. Its rust re- 
sistance was not determined until af- 
ter the great rust epidemic of 1916. 
It l» also fairly resistant to drought 
and outyields Marquis in North Da- 
kota, averaging nearly three bush- 
els more per acre during the past five 
years. It is a bearded wheat which 
ripens about as early as Marquis. In 
milling and baking experiments con- 
ducted independently by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the North 
Dakota experiment station, Kota wheat 
has shown results nearly equal to 
those obtained with Marauis. 


Experiments with Kota wheat have 


been carried OB in a number of other 
states as well as in Xorth Dakota, 
and the wheat was found best adapt- 
ed to the district where durum wheat 
is extensively grown, Kota wheat could 
replace much of the durum wheat now 
grown In eastern North Dakota and 
South Dakota with profit to both the 
hard red spring and the durum wheat 
industries, department workers believe. 
This variety is recommended for 
North Dakota and adjacent portions 
of neighboring state*. 


Every Dairyman Should 


Know Profitable Cows 


"Srery owner of dairy cows should 


know If his cows are giving enough 
milk or butterfat to make a profit over 
the cost of feed," says A. C. Baer, 
professor of dairying at Oklahoma A. 
and M. college. "A scale_ to welf*_ the 


milk in the bam can be bought for $4. 
It takes only a few minutes a day 
extra time to weigh the milk from 
each cow and write the weight on a 
milk sheet tacked up in the barn. 
Once a month a sample of milk can 
be tested. Any creamery, ice cream 
factory, or cream station will usually 
be glad to do this testing. 
Every 


school house can be equipped with a 
tester at very little expense and the 
boys at school can do the testing.

6,000 pounds of milk or 200 pounds of 
butterfat in 300 day?. Are your cows 
all profitable? Why not find out? Is 
milking dairy cows a business propo- 
sition with you? If so, why not ap- 
ply business methods?

Soy Beans and Corn Are 


Well Balanced Hog Feed 


Some ask why soy beans and corn 


make economical gains on swine. The 
reason is that they are a well-bal- 
anced ration, soy beans showing a high 
analysis In the nutrients in which corn 
Is deficient. For example, soy beans 
have more than four times as much 
digestible crude protein as corn, white 
com has more than 2% times as much 
digestible carbohydrates as soy beans. 
In other words, one of these feeds I* 
strong where the other is weak snd 
vice versa. 


Culling Should Not Be 


Done at Certain Times 


Calling Is a constant work In the 


poultry yard. It should not be !«*e- 
fftted to certain periods of the year; 
It takes too long to stop the appe- 
tites of the surplus cockerel aad the 
culls. The fellow who waits until fall 


to sell fBe culls is going to lose 
two ways—in the extra feed he bal 
fed, and in the lower price paid, d*f 
to glutted market. Besides, fowls soid 
for table use at the right time alwayi 
bring better prices than those whleji 
have been held so long that the flash* 
Is tough. 


Immense Loss Caused by 


Insect Attacks on Trees 


Foresters and entomologists of the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture declare that the losses caused 
by insect attacks upon liviag tree* 
and crude, finished, aad utilized for- 
est products amount to $130.000,000 
annually. 
A recent report touching 


upon this pud other forestry subjects 
declares that these vast losses clearly 
emphasize the need for educational

matic control measures which now 
are woefully inadequate.

Not a drop of blood was shed, 
although the Separatists took posses- 
sion of the city hall and various pub- 
lic buildings and control of the police 
services. 
The regular police force 


finally ranged themselves on the side 
of the republic. 


Having had no opposition here, the 


Separatist leaders decided to proceed 
with the taking over of other towns, 
leaving Aix-la-Chapelle In charge of a 
few picked men to see that the police 
kept their promise to support the re- 
public. 


As an additional precaution, how- 


ever, the police, who were allowed to 
retain their arms upon promising al- 
legiance to the republic early in th* 
day, were dlsarmed. 


Separaust night riders left aboard 


a fleet of touring cars and trucks for 
Mnnchen-Gladbach. 
After proclaim- 


ing a republic there, they continued 
on to Orfeld and Bonn, and rhen went 
further up to unfurl their flag at Cob- 
lenz, Mayence and other cities. 


Deckers 
informed 
correspondents 


that he planned to have all the cities 
in the French and Belgian areas, plus 
Eberfeld and Barmen, in the unoccu- 
pied territory, in the hands of the re- 
publicans within five days. 


"From now on," he said, "German 


paper marks will be considered for- 
eign money. We plan within the next 
few days to issue a new currency, to 
be called the Rhenish franc, on a. par 
with the French gold franc and se- 
cured by mortgages on all public 
buildings occupied, at least until we 
can establish a permanent gold re- 
serve." 


Deckers said the new francs would 


probably be printed in Brussels or 
Paris. Asked about Cologne, he said 
he advised a delegation from Cologne 
to do nothing yet. but to wait and see 
how things went In the French and 
Belgian areas. After the republic be- 
gan functioning normally, he assert- 
ed, he expected all the towns in the 
British zone would apply for admis- 
sion. 


Speaking of future plans, the Sepa- 


ratist leader said that for the time 
being a local executive council would 
administer government affairs In each 
town occupied. 
It was recognized 


that the leader would assume a sort 
of dictatorial position, but, as soon as 
the machinery of the government was 
oiled free elections no doubt would be- 
held for president and other officials. 
The government system would be 
modeled somewhat along American 
lines. 


Leo Deckers is a native of Alx-la- 


Chapelle. about sixty years of age. 
He is a prosperous cloth and chemi- 
cal manufacturer and has been con- 
nected with the Separatist movement 
for four and a half years, but has al- 
ways worked in the background. 


Two proclamations were placarded. 


The first said: 


"To the people of the Rhineland: 


The hour of liberty has struck. Ber- 
lin has plunged us in distress and mis- 
ery. ^~e come to our own assistance. 


"We proclaim today a Rhineland re- 


public. Free and independent, we wish, 
to live In peace and friendship with 
our neighbors and to work in an ef- 
fective manner with them for the re- 
construction of Europe.

Serious Disease 


Must Be Carefully Watched 


and Controlled by 


Spraying.

wheat. 


Caused ay Fungua* 


Black knot la caused by a fungus 


that affect* the wood, causing It to 
•well into the rough, deformed places, 
It is regarded aa a serious, destructive 
disease, and one that must be care- 
fully watched and kept under control. 
Damaon plums are more subject to 
black knot, and varieties of the tri* 
flora group the least liable to suffer. 


Spores of the fungw are liberated 


In spring from the galls formed the! 
year before. Wben Infection take* 
place the toots may be observed in! 
the fall, but they are more conaplca- j 
ous in the spring. With the beginning j 
of growth in spring the knot swells j 
rapidly and bursts the bark, which at: 
that time may uncoTer a yellowish sur- 
face which rather quickly turaa to a 
velvety dark green color. The knot 
then is covered with a miss of sum- 
mer spores, which are carried by the 
wind to spread tile disease. Toward 
fell the knot turns black and develops 
a new crop of spores that are not lib- 
erated 
until the following spring. 


These are called winter spores and ] 
differ very much in their origin from 
the summer spores. 


Most Satisfactory Control. 


WMle spraying may be a safeguard 


against Infection, the most satisfac- 
tory control of black knot Is to prune 
off and immediately burn the infected 
twigs and limbs. When this Is done. 
In the fall or winter, the source of In- 
fection is removed. In doing this 
pruning. It must be remembered that 
the tiny, little knots so easy to over- 


; look on the fruit spur?, are capable! 
| of keeping up the infection. Watch \ 


for the little knots on the twigs, and f 
cut them out. Burn all of the prun- 
ttigs at once, otherwise they will lib- 
erate spores just the same as if they 
had not been cut off. 


Important That Horses 


Receive Liberal Ration 


During the -working season when 


horses are performing heavy work. It 
Is very important that they receive a 
liberal ration of grain and roughage. 
Opinions differ greatly regarding the 
amount and kind of feed a horse 
should receive when performing hard 
work. Corn and oats, mixed, make a 
very acceptable grain feed. 
A good 


combination of these two feeds is two 
bushels of oats to one bushel of corn. 
A general rule that will give good re- 
sults is to feed about 1*4 pounds of 
grain to every 100 pounds of horse at 
hard work. One gallon of grain mix- 
ture three times a day is about the 
proper amount for a 1,200-pound horse. 
Approximately one pound of good 
quality hay per day per one hundred 
pounds of live weight Is sufficient. The 
amount of hay to be fed will neces- 
sarily vary somewhat with the kind 
and quality available. Where horses 
are turned on a night pasture, they 
should have access to hay at least dur- 
ing the noon hour. Plenty of water Is 
very essential to good success with 
work horses. 
They should have ac- 


cess to clean water in the morning, at 
noon and during the night.

Select Breeding Males 


as Soon as Practicable 


The selection of breeding males for 


next season should begin as soon as 
they can be distinguished from the 
pullets. 
The 
Missouri experiment 


station bred up a great flock of layers 
In a few years simply by selecting the 
cockerels that crov.ed first and the 
pullets that laid first for breeding 
purposes. If one does not trap-nest 
It is difficult to select the pullets from 
large flocks. But a few minutes spent 
with the cockerel? early on a clear 
morning will reaflii- distinguish the 
nsore advanced males. A peeping red 
comb is the first indication; and a 
squeaky crow is the second- 


The exceptional cockerels of the 


Leghorns and other lighter breeds will 
start to crow at about six weeks. The 
heavier breeds usually take from 
eight to nine weeks. 
These early 


crowers should be marked by wing 
bands cr leg bands and given special 
attention until maturity. 


A few minutes spent In observing 


the males at this age will repay the 
breeder many times over for his 
trouble.
